Dr. Benilda P. Pooser is the Deputy 
Director for the Office of Naval 
Research (ONR), Research Protec- 
tions Division (RPD). In this role, 
Dr. Pooser provides leadership and 
subject matter expertise to the De- 
partment of the Navy Human Re- 
search Protection Program (DON 
HRPP) and ONR RPD for human 
research protection programs at the 
Systems Commands, operational 
forces, training commands, and for DON-supported re- 
search. Dr. Pooser has 20 years of experience in human 
research protections, overseeing the human research protec- 
tion programs at the University of Georgia (UGA) and 
Clemson University. At UGA, she led the successful initial 
accreditation of their HRPP through the Association for the 
Accreditation of Human Research Protection Programs. 

She obtained her Doctorate in Animal Physiology and Mas- 
ter’s Degree in Animal & Food Industries from Clemson 
University. 


Dr. Pooser joined ONR in late Spring 2023. Some of you 
may have already had a chance to meet and interact with 
her as she has been a member of the DON HRPP team for a 
number of visits. Dr. Pooser said that she is in awe of the 
type of human research being conducted at Navy com- 
mands. Aware of the delicate balance between advancing 
research for the warfighter advantage and subject protec- 
tions, she commends the commitment and engagement of 
the commands and their HRPP leadership, the Institutional 
Review Board members, and researchers to put the safety 
and welfare of the research participants first and foremost.
